this gigantic undertaking related tp me the 
Process.. The crevasse was about two Hi, or 
more than.a half wile, in width, and the 
water was Yushing atendily from it. Huge 
square ratts of kaotiang atalks are made ond 
launched from both ends of the broken dike, 
‘These rafts are sacurely anchored to the old 
embankment, and -carth ia tramped upon
